Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/21/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that "the Examiner's statement that the cured adhesives in Komoto 
can be stripped is a conclusion that is not supported in Komoto. Komoto fails to show that the 
cured adhesive retaining the capillary tube is strippable." However, it is to be pointed out that 
claim 21 recites "can be stripped" and the adhesives in Komoto can be stripped to expose 
polarization maintaining fibers. Applicants further state that "it would be necessary first to 
remove the capillary tube portion of the structure before one could begin stripping the adhesive 
portion of the ribbon from the fibers." Therefore, Applicant clearly admits that the adhesive 
"can be stripped" as the claim recites wherein the adhesive can be stripped even if you have to 
remove the capillary tube portion of the structure first.
